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OCTOBER  TRADE  IN  ILS.  LIVESTOCK 
AND  LIVESTOCK  PRODUCTS 

Reversing  the  trend  of  the  last  2  months,  exports  of  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  during  October  exceeded 
imports  of  these  commodities.  Exports  amounted  to 
$134.5  million,  while  imports  totaled  $113.4  million. 

Although  exports  were  higher  than  imports,  the  Oc- 
tober 1974  export  level  was  16  percent  below  that  of  Oc- 
tober 1973.  Major  contributors  to  the  decline  in  value 
were  the  reduced  export  values  of  beef,  hides  and  skins, 
and  live  cattle  and  calves.  Exports  of  pork  and  tallow  and 
greases,  however,  increased  significantly. 

Imports  were  at  the  lowest  level  since  November  1971 , 
when  they  amounted  to  $87.9  million.  While  nearly  all 
livestock  and  livestock  product  imports  declined  in  val- 
ue, compared  to  those  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year,  declines  in  beef  and  veal  imports,  valued  at  $96.4 
million,  and  pork  imports,  at  $19.7  million,  were  par- 
ticularly significant. 

Pork  exports  continue  above  the  previous  year's  level, 
as  they  have  since  July  1974.  Cumulative  exports  for 
calendar  1974,  however,  remain  below  that  of  calendar 
1973  because  of  the  large  exports  during  the  first  half  of 
1973  At  that  time  Japan  was  making  large  purchases  be- 
cause domestic  prices  were  high  and  there  were  no  im- 
port duties. 

Lard,  tallow,  and  grease  exports  have  continued 
strong.  Principal  buyers  of  U.S.  lard  are  Mexico,  Canada 
and  the  United  Kingdom.  With  the  drop  of  approximately 


3  cents  in  the  unit  price  of  technical  tallow  below  last 
year's  level  sales  of  tallow  have  increased  to  Egypt,  In- 
dia, and  Bangladesh. 

Exports  of  beef,  at  3.2  million  pounds,  were  at  the 
highest  monthly  level  since  May  1974,  although  still  less 
than  half  the  monthly  average  of  Calendar  1973.  The  de- 
cline of  live  cattle  exports  of  52,600  head  was  principally 
responsible  for  the  decline  in  October's  total  export  val- 
ue, compared  to  that  for  the  corresponding  1973  period. 

Regarding  imports,  the  large  decline  in  the  value  of 
beef  and  veal  imports  resulted  primarily  from  the  decline 
in  price.  Since  January  the  average  price  of  imported 
processing  beef  has  declined  by  30  cents  per  pound.  The 
quantity  of  all  beef  and  veal  imports  for  October  was  just 
slightly  above  the  July  level. 

While  pork  imports  displayed  the  next  largest  decrease 
in  import  value,  import  quantity  was  above  that  of  the  5 
preceding  months.  Seasonal  demand  for  imported  canned 
hams  and  other  pork  specialty  products  was  responsible 
for  much  of  the  increase  in  all  pork  imports.  Denmark 
and  the  Netherlands  are  the  major  suppliers  of  these 
hams. 

The  other  category  showing  a  considerable  decline  in 
import  value  was  live  cattle  imports.  Because  of  the  poor 
market  for  feeder  cattle,  imports  from  Mexico  and 
Canada  have  decreased  significantly.
